An extra engine was taken on at 
Sumner to assist in pulling up the Tehachapi 
grade, While making the change, by some 
means yet unknown, the train got away and 
started back northward down a grade of 120 
feet to the mile. The train consisted of two 
engines, express, mall, and baggage Cars, 
two sleepers, one coach, and asmoker. It

DOWN THE GRADE AT A FRIGHTFUL SPEED 
for about four miles, when the hindermost 
sleeper jumped the track and went over an 
embankment about fifteen feet high, carry- 
ing with it the other sleeper aud the mail, 
baggage, and express cars, which were piled 
in a shattered heap, took fire, and were con- 
sumed, The coach and smoker kept on 
down the grade, and were stopped without 
leaving the track about twe miles farther on. 
All on board were uninfured.

VY ‘DIVISION OF HYDE PARK. 

The movement for the division of Hyde 
Park into three villages ought te reeeive the 
support of the eitizens of that suburb with- 
out regard to party or location. ‘The area of 
Hyde Park, which is twelve miles long, is 
now about forty-eight square miles, or one- 
third more than that ef all Chicago. It was 
foolishly enlarged by more than one-half a 
few years ago—a step that would not have 
been taken if the future of the Calumet re- 
gion could have been foreseen. Sinee that 
time two great and growing communities 
have sprung up on the basis of manufactur- 
ing interests in that pertion lying south of 
the original boundaries and ground Calumet 
Lake. The comsequence h that the pepula- 
tion of Hyde Park is scattered and hetero- 
geneous. The northern portion is chiefly 
built up of residences belonging to the busi. 
ness-men of Chicago; the southern portion 
is composed of iron and car manufacturing 
establishments and the workingmen and 
their famjlies, These two elements do not 
harmonize in regard to the improvements, 
the amount of taxes to be levied, and the dis- 
tribution of the same. As both the distant 
ends of the present territory continue to 
grow, each in its own direction, the eommu- 
nities will become more and more widely 
separated in feeling and interest. Hence the 
sooner the division shall be undertaken the 
more easily it may be accomplished. 

The committee which has reported on this 
subject recommend a division into three yil- 
lages as follows: (I) The Viltage of Hyde Park, 
to take in that portion lying north of Eighty- 
seventh street, which would restore Hyde 
Park Town to its original area; (2) the Town 
of South Chicago, to include that portion ly- 
ing south of Eighty-seventh street and east 
of Stony Island avenue; and (3) the Town 
of Pullman, comprising that portion south ot 
Eichty-seventh and west of Stony Island 
avenue. This would seem to be a natutal 
division of the vast and unwieldy tergitory, 
as the manufacturing interests of the south 
end of the present town are separated by 
Lake Calumet, and proprietorship and enter- 
prise on about the proposed line. The propo- 
sition to change the present Village Govern- 
ment, comprising all of the present enormous 
area, would provide expensive loeal repre- 
sentation, but it would not be long before 
there would be combinations which would 
be unfair to one or the other of the clashing 
elements of population, whereas a division 
into three towus would give to cach the op- 
portunity of developing at its own rate of 
progress Without hindrance from either of 
the others or without imposing an expense 
upon those ‘who would reeeive no direct 
benefit from the improvements, 
The stumDiing-block in the way of the pro- 
posdd ‘division is the present village debt, 
which amounts to about $590,000. It is 
tho: — it may be necessary to appeal to the 
ature to make a legal and equitable 
— of this indebtedness. The most 
obyious distribation of such indebtedness is 
on the basis of the assessed value of the 
property in the several proposed divisions. 
If objection shall come from the southern 
portions of the present town that this debt 


represents largely the improvements which 


have been made in the portheru portion, and

Tes Heavily taxed for thetr improvement 


and maintenance, should be in fact, as it is 
virtually, a part of the City of Chicago. This 
portion of the present Village of Hyde 
Park is populated entirely by Chicago 

people. The male members of the fam- 
ilies do business in Chicago, and the 
feminine members do their shopping in We 
city. They merely sleep in Hyde Park. The 
suburban trains of the railroads running 
south from the city connect these residence 
districts as closely with the business centre 
as the horse and cable cars counect the cen- 
tre and the south limits of the city. The in- 
terests of this portion of Hyde Park are sub- 
stantially the same as those of the reside nee 
portions of Chicago, and as the business dis- 
trict of the city grows southward Hyde Park 
will be built up rapidly. But the proposed 
separation of the village is necessary as a 
preliminary step to the antiexation of the 
residence portion some day to the City of Ch.. 
cago. The manufacturi& districts around 
the Calumet wil! desire for many reasons to 
avoid annexation to Chicago for many years 

at least. Consequently the division of 
the village will in this respeet be equally ad- 

vantageous to all sections. Another meeting 
of citizens is to be held im the Hyde Park 

Vittage-Hall on Monday (tomorrow) even- 

ing, and it is probable that the discussion 

will reveal a preponderating. sentiment in 

favor of the division into three, or at least 

two, villages on the line of Kighty-seventh 

street, as equally desirable for the manu- 

facturing and the residence districts of that 

suburb. The citizens of the Calumet por- 

tion of Hyde Park ought certainly to favor, 
the project, for they may be sure that a great 

city will grow up around Calumet Lake, and 

there will be a decided advantage in having 

the control of its affairs lodged in the peo- 

ple who shall be actualresidents, without 

any interference from outside,

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* A GROSS LEGAL ABUSE. 

One of the greatest abuses of the criminal 
law practiced in this eity is that which en- 
ables any person arrested on any criminal 
charge and taken before any Justice of the 
Peaee for examination to make oath de- 
manding a change of venue, alleging that he 
cannot havea fair trial before the sitting 
Justice; whereupon it is made the duty of 
the Justice to transmit the papers and the 
charge to the nearest Justice of the Peace 
in the same county,” who shall thereupon 
hear and dispose of the case. Under this 
law itis the practice for persons arrested for 
criminal offenses when brought before a Po- 
lice Justice to swear out a change of venue, 
and have their cases transferred to sume one 
of the Justices of this city whose main 
business it isto lie in wait to catch cases 
transferred to them on changes of venue, 
the class of persous accused knowing pre- 
cisely to what other Justice the cases may be 
sent. The law requires that the change must 
be made to the “nearest” Justice, and an 
ainendment of the law now requires “ that 
distance as contemplated in this section Shall 
mean to be by the nearest traveled route.“ 

When a Justice of the Peace for any rea- 
son—inefiiciency, incompetency, or want of 
public confidence—finds himself without any 
legitimate or respectable business he strikes 
for a share of the change-of-venue cases, 
He provides himself with an affiee or place 
of business at the nearest possible point to 
the office of the nearest Police Magistrate. 
Having crowded himself nearer by the short- 
est traveled route than any competitor he 
opens shop, where it is soon known to the 
fraternity that on change of venue justice 


will be administered on popular und easy | 


terms, and these terms are applied for lib- 
erally. Within a short time ago a gang of 
thieves aecused of criminal offenses applied 
for and upon the usual oath obtained a 
change of venue to the nearest J ugtice, and 
were promptly discharged. They knew 
where the case would under the law de sent, 
and they knew where the whole crowd would 
obtain fair and impartial justice. Under 
this law justice is daily defeated, and the 
efferts and labers of the police are rendered 
abortive. 

There is a plain, simple, and direct remedy 
for this abuse, and that is to amend the law 
by providing that a chauge of venue from a 
Police Justice shall in every case be direet- 
ed to some other Police Justice to be desig- 
nated by the one from whom the charge is to 
be removed. As a general thing, reputable 
Justiees of the Peace who are not Police 
Justices, do not seek or wish this criminal 
business, and find sufficient profit in civil 
suits brought before them. They do not 
locate their offices by the nearest traveled 
route” in close proximity to the Police 
Courts. The transfer of all cases moved, 
generally on false oaths, from the Police 
Court to other Justices, has the odor of put- 
up jobs, and is calculated to bring the whole 
Justice-Court administration of the law into 
contempt. The Legislature, it is heped, will 
apply the proper remedy. 

PRAYING YOR CHOIRS. 

A report recently eame from New York 
that a well-known clergyman of that city had 
publicly prayed for the conversion of his 
choir. While some exception may be taken 
to the good taste of praying for a choir in 
public, there can hardly be any exception 
taken to the general principle that they need 
it. There are very few choirs that have any 
ideas of proper piety or pious propriety. A 
considerable step was gained when the baize 
curtain which used to conceal the wicked do- 
ings of choirs from the congregation was re- 
moved, but that there is still plenty of room 
for amelioration is well known to every one 
who is acquainted with choirs, 

What it is that makes choirs so depraved is 
a mystery. It is certainly not the place, for 
that is sacred in all its surroundings and as- 
sociations. It is not because. they are hired 
servants. The minister also is hired, and 
while now and then a minister goes to the 
bad itis not because of his wage. Besides, 
volunteer choirs are often much more de- 
praved than paid choirs. It cannot be the 
organ, for the organ, unlike other instru- 
ments, is esse HHN very solemn. Fiddles 
are notoriously wicked, as well as clarionets 
and trombones, and even a little piccolo is as 
full of evil as it can hold, while a bass 
drum never yet had its internal villainy 
beaten out of it. But an organ never 
associates with these Vile instruments and 
does not go out into the great world. It is 
always in chureh, even when it is idle, and 
organists are always proper people. It may 
be due in some sort to the music which is 
performed, for aine-tenths of the tunes which 
are set to sacred words are taken from operas 
and worldly music. It is curious also that 
the choir is not wholly given over to evil 
ways. itis usually the soprano and tenor 
who make the mischief. Altos as a rule are 
quiet and demure, like the parts they sing, 
and never put on airs like the sopranos, while 
bassos are always rigidly proper. ‘They 
never have temptations, They are not ob- 
jects of interest to the female sex. They are re- 
garded as a little heavy and conservative, and 
have usually reached a maturity of age that 
removes them from frivolities. Un the operatic 
stage they always take the parts of foiled 
villains and ancient fathers. ‘The tenors 

and sopranos are the airy birds of the flocks, 
and if there are any improper yap tig, 
to ons that they are concerned in them. This*

ve and basses, It is the 
who are always in a serape and the 
some ope or other in gaudy apparel who gets 
them into it and ig ultimately slain by the 
double bass in seedy raiment. So with the 
gossip, flirtationg, and volatile conduct in 
choirs. We do not pretend to account for it. 
It is mysterious what there is in music that 
should have such worldly effect, but the fact 
remains, and in the case in question the de- 
pravity must have been of a dreadful sort 
to require the prayers of the minister, 
the same time it is questionable whether per- 
sonal application and wrestling in private 
might not have done more for this partigular 
choir than the public admonition, Singers 
as a rule are a very nervous, sensitive, jeal- 
ous, and quarreisome set of people, and it is 
as reasonable ta expect the leopard to change 
his spots as to expect them te change their 
dispositions. As a matter of taste, the con- 
duct of the New York clergyman is not to be 
commended, but it must be admitted that he 
had extreme provocation, and thatit is hardly 
fair to fudge him until we know just how 
much he had suffered from the ungodly 
quartet in front of him. 
WANTED-AN OPERA-HOUSE. 

is very clear that Chicago needs an 
opera-house. The cost of the short opera 
season just closing is a striking illustration 
of the fact. About the time Mr. Mapleson’s 
agent announced that season tickets for six 
nights (excluding the matinée and including 
only one Patti performance) would be $20, 
the news came from Cincinnati that season 
tickets fur eight performances in that city, 
including three Patti appearances and three 
Albani appearances, would be sold for $14. 
At the rate established for Chicago, tickets 
tor a season corresponding to that in Cincin- 
nati would have been not less than $30. Thus 
it appears that Cincinnati is getting its opera 
at less than one-half what Chicago pays. 

The reason for this apparent discrimina- 
tion against Chicago and iu favor ef Cincin- 
nati is simply because Cincinnati opera is 
given in a house which seats about 4,900 peo- 
ple and will hold from 6,000 to 7,000 people, 
or considerably more than twice as many as 
any house in Chicago in which opera can be 
given. The consequence is, that first-class 
opera Which is likely to fill the house can be 
produced in Cincinnati at one-half the cost 
to the publie and then leave a larger margin 
of profit for the entreprenevr than can be 
counted on in Chieage at double prices. 

The saving to the public through a ca- 
pacious opera-house is simply enormous. 
Take a season of eight nights which could 
be given for $15 with an ample house, and 
whieh in the absence of such a house costs 
Wo. If 4,000 people attend each perform- 
ance and the average saving, includimg the 
lower-priced seats, be $10, there is an aggre- 
gate saying to the public of $40,000. TWO 
such seasons during the year would repre- 
sent a saving of $80,000. This single item 
would represent the interest on an invest- 
ment of $1,600,000 at the rate vf 5 per cent, 
and if there were no other inducement for 
the construction of an opera-house of proper 
dimensions that alone should be sufficient 
warrant for the undertaking. 

Of course the people to whom this large 
amount of money would be saved in detail 
are not prepared: to subscribe for stock in 
small amounts afd thus assure the bullamg 
ofan opera-house, The work must be done 
by a few gentiemen of means from public- 
spirited motives. The men who contribute 
on oceasion to the building of hospitals, art- 
galleries, and other public institutions should 
undertake the opera-house project from 
economic motives. They can save to that 
portion of the cOmmunity which enjoys 
opera, orchestral eoncerts, and musical festi- 
vals $100,000 a year at the very least, and at 
the same time secure for themselves a fair 
intereat—say 5 per cent—on their investment. 
Looking at the matter from this point of 
view, it is evidently as much their duty to 
the publie to provide an opera-house as it is 
to contribute to any other pudlie enterprise 
designed to promote art and culture. 

Two or three Chieago gentiemen are ready 
to take hoid of this work and contribate even 
more than their proportion tothe construe- 
tion of an opera-house, but they have not yet 
met with the encouragement which they had 
the right to expect from others, The lesson 
we have drawafrom the present season of 
opera ought to give a new impulse to the 
movement. It is believed to be practicable 
to construct a large hall whieh can be shut 
off in part by movable partitions and thus 
be reduced to ordinary diminsions for enter- 
tainments which do not demand the entire 
seating capacity. It this be so—and it can be 
easily determined—then there is no question 
but such a house ean be run at a profit. 
In any case the stockholders can be assured 
of a small interest on their money, and they 
will find their profit beyond this fn tha pub- 
lie benefit they will bestow. New ts the ap- 
pointed time for the gentiemen who have 
had the project under consideration to come 
forward and test the public spirit of our rich 
men. If the undertaking be delayed much 
longer it will be impossible to obtain an 
available site. All the property which is 
near enough the centre of the city te accom: 
modate the residents of all three divisions is 
being taken up rapidly for business purposes. 
Both Michigan and Wabash avenues still 
offer desirable corners and sufficient room for 
the kind of opera-house that should be built, 
but the lon ger the projeet shall be delayed 
the harder it will be te seeure the proper 
location and the greater will be the coat 


thereof.

One of the speakme incidents of the great 
regenerative ferment called the French tevo- 
lution was the spontaneity with which the 
crowds gathering at the bakers’ shops or 
pressing for entrance into the public halls 
arranged themselves in file, It was one of 
the ways in which they expressed their will 
that privilege should come to an end. Their 
civil service ignores any oligarchie preten- 
sions to once. Bumming services in ward 
polities, or successful intrigues to unseat a 
delegation in a national convention, which 
command high honors in this country, are 
not recognized im France as national services 
demanding national recogui.ion, The noisy 
ouvrier or avoeat who made speeches for 
Gambetta gained thereby no more privilege 
to oflice than any member of the bourgeoisi 
or old nobility.

This kind of aristocracy 
we have seea a good deal of in the years 
since the undemoératic Jackson taught that 
she patronage of the people should be the 
spoils ot a party, We know that it is as 
much more corrupt, and rapycious, and vul- 
garly tyrannical than aristocracies of birth 
as its opportunities are briefer than theirs. 

The Democratic Governors are not making 
a good start. Gov. Cleveland, of New York,

Every man who through an interview de 
fended what was indefensible, who asserted ag 
facts what could not be shown to be facts, and 
whe advocated: pernicious doctrines, was in 
great perii, but the peril was in the exact pro- 
portion of the public benefit. He was a believer 
in the custom. It was uo argument against it 
that it was new. or comparatively 80, and no 
argument against the system that it sometimes 
} | dewenorat into impertinence and abuse. 

e knew of no titer way of getting uot 
merely opinions but facts, and where facts in 
which the pubiic have au interest were sougtt 
from persons able to communicate them, be 
thought a8 a general rule there should be no 
besiiaucy in fully giving them to the public. 

The system of interviewing made the daily 
paper a great symposium,wbere upon any 2 
public topie all varteties of opinions might be 
expressed by men boldimg every eonceivable 
Variety of views u that topic. By this com- 
parison of views the public must be beaectited, 
and the erystem was a fair onc, fur each man 
baving an Opportunity fully to express bis aun 
opinions in his own way, ano right to 
complain that the public, afterfulty considering 


| them, rejected them as either dangerous or un- 


sound. e did not believe that men who were 
intervied mane very eften misrepresented by the 
interviewer. The trouble comes in a Freut 
measure from a coufused and bDungiing state- 
ment made by the — interviewed. Indeed 
there Were comparatively few men who bad the 
slightest idea of how their utterances would 
look in print. 

it was absurd to assume that there was any 
natural bostility between the interviewer and 
the interviewed—that one was the victim, and 
the other was the prosecutor, It was much bet- 
ter to drop any sham modesty upon this sabject, 
and bave the relation between the two consid- 
ered as a joint one for mutual benefit and pro- 
eeed accordiugly. 

He thought that the genuine interviewers 
would agree with bim that a substantial reform 
or improvement of the system could be wrought 
whea the ambitious citizen seeking an inter- 
view, but at the same time solicitous that his 
reluctance at spreading his name before the 
public should affirmatively appear, may bave ail 
the facts of the situation exposed in an inter- 
view. If when the ambitious citizen called at a 
newspaper ollice desirmg himseif to be 22 
viewed, anxious to dic ute both questions and 
answers and solutions of the litthe favor of 
stating in the outset that “our distinguished 
fellow-citizen was called upon in dis luxurious 
howe, and was found engaed in the examina- 
tion of some magnuiticent works of art which he 
bad just purchased, upon being approached by 
the reporter politely ofered bim a chair and 
stated that de had retired to private life and 
was exceedingly reluctant to place bimselt in a 
— 2 position before the publ.“ this 

alt be stuted by the reporter, with a littie 
explanatory note that it was so stated at the re- 
quest of the distinguished gentleman aforesaid, 
a good deal of that sort of humbug would be ex- 
pleded, and a good deal of wretched pretense of 
that character would be exposed, and the prac- 
tice probably brought to un end.

L HAVERLY’S. 
THE INCANDESCENT ELECTRIC LIGHT TO BE 
INTRODUCED THERE VERY SOON, 
Yesterday morning a representative of THE 
TRIBUNE learned from a reliable source that for 
some time past negotiations had been pending 
between Manager J. H. Haverly and the West- 
ern Edison Electric Light Company for the in- 
troduction of the incandescent electric light in 
Haverly's Chicago Theatre as a substitute for 
gas. Just before the matinée yesterday after- 
noon @ reporter called on Manager Horace Mo- 
Vicker, of the theatre, in his private office, aud 
asked bim if there was foundation for the re- 


port. 

“There is considerable foundation for it,” 
said Mr. McVicker, and by April | this theatre 
will be lit throughout with the incandescent 
Üguts.“ 

* Is this a new move ou Mr. Haveriy's part?’ 

“O no. The contract was made between him 
and the company sometime dgo. Here it is,” 
and Mr. McVicker pruduced the contract, signed 
by the Western Edison Electric- Light Company, 
by John M. Clark, as the party of the first part, 
and by J. H. Haveriy and C. H. McConaell as the 
pasty of the second part. 

Has there been some delay, then, in arrang- 
ing the plant 

* A special engine has to be built for the plant, 
which is to be the largest in any one buiid in 
the country.” 

“When will it be completed?” , 

“ Well, the company says it will have the plant 
in working order inside of four weeks, but I 
«ive then eight weeks in which to complete it 
and have the tights runoius.”’ 

“When did Mr. Haverly conceive this idea?’ 

“You know be went to London last summer, 
and when the Savoy Theatre was opeved there 
by D'Oyiey Carte, he gabled me at once that 
the incandescent electric light in the theatre 
was a pronounced success. I think that was 
last June, and since then I bave been bard at 
work trying to make specific arrangements to 
dave the light here a sure success from the 
start.” 

“How many lights will be put in?” 

Between 1,500 and 2,000 lights of sixteen can- 
dle- power each.” 

a Will you light the stage as well the audito- 
um?’ 

“Yes. The company das contracted to re- 
piace gas entirely, and there will not be a singie 
gus-jet in the hohe when the plant is put in 
operauon. That ll, of course, do away with 
all danger from fire, It will also do away with cal- 
cium lights, and there cap be no explosions such 
as they had in Miiwaukee. The insurance com- 
panies indorse this light wherever it is in use by 
reducing the insurance from 1 to 2 per cent, and 
the rate on theatres is quite heavy you know. 
Such a reduction will not benefit us, though, as 
the building is iasured by Mr. Carson, the owner 
of the theatre.“ 5 

“ Will the light interfere with stage effects, as 
bas been stated?” 

“Ono. The light will be just the same as that 
furnished at present by We could have a 
more intense light. but we feel sure our gas- 
light as itis at present is ample. The experi- 
ments with the incandescent light in the Savoy 
Theatre, London, and in the Bijou Theatre, Bos- 
ton. bave demonstrated that it can be handled 
and regulated the same as gas. The white 
giobes are not used in theatres, but we use a 
tinted globe that gives a light exactly the same 
as gas. 

“What will Arma ngs cost?” 

“When we have the light in operation we con- 
tract to pay $20,000 in cash to the company. The 
— puts the plant in and runs the light 
until it pronounced it perfectly satisfactory. 
Then we pay $20,000 In cash for it thirty days 
after it bas been in use. I am sure it will prove 
a success, as it will give a fine light without 
there being any daoger from fire or explosion.“ 


CANADIAN FISH. 
MAGNITUDE OF THE TRADE-—ORJECTIONS OF 

CHICAGO DEALERS TO THE IMPOSITION OF 

A DUTY ON If. 

For several months there has been an uneasy 
feeling among the imported-Osh dealers in this 
city, more particularily, among tnose who deal 
largely or exclusivety in Canadian fish, because 
of a rumor that the Washington Treaty remov- 
ing the tax upon Canadian fish was to be abro- 
gated, and that the former tax of $1 per barrel 
on herring and mackerel, $3 per barrel on 
salmon, and one-half cent a pound on salt and 
pickied fish was to be reimposed. In order to 
get some idea of how the fish-dealers look upon 
the subject and learn something of the mag- 
nitude of the trade in this city, a reporter vis- 
ited the house of J. D. McNab & Co., probably 
the largest establishment of the kind in the 
West. Mr. McNab was not in, but Mr. Boak, 
who is wel! posted in fish matters, willingly sub- 


mitted to au intertiew. 

“Yes,” said the gentleman, “this matter is of 
considerabie importance to us, but of greater 
importance to the consumers, who have reason 
to be interested. When the subject of the ab- 
rogation of the Washington Treaty became gen- 
erally known among dealers whom it would af- 
fect, petitions were gotten up all through the 
Western country and sent to Washington pray- 
ing that the treaty be renewed. Mr. McNab re- 
ceived a letter a day or two ago from Mr. Al- 
drich saying that the Kepresentatives were 
about unanimous in favor of continuing the 
treaty. You probably know that at the time of 
the Halifax award an arrangement was made 
whieb gave to American tishermen the right to 
fish in Canadian waters; and thatin return for 
this grant Canadian tish was to be admitted to 
the Unite@ States free of auty. Shortly after 
the Halifax award was made fishermen of 
Maine and dealers in fish through the Eastern 
States bewan to object to the provisions of the 
award, claiming that it hurt the trade of the 
American fisheries. As a matter of fact, the 
trade bas been increased since the award, and 
thé consumption of fish, particulariy in the 
West, nearly doubled.“ 

„Wat would be the effect of abrogating the 
Wasbington Treaty?’ 

“Simply an increased cost to consumers with- 
out any particular advantage to the Govern- 
ment. The tax really isn't of enough importance 
to pay for imposing it. The Government doesn’t 
want the tax. and I don't think there is any 
great probability that the treaty will be abro- 

ated.” 

* Can you give me some idea of the Western 
trade in Canadian fish?’ 

It is almost impossible to get a correct idea 
of the quantity of fish that comes to the West, 
as a larze portion of it comes by rail from Bos- 
ton and New York and goes West, and we have 
no account of it. There were 100,000 barrels of 
pickied fish passed through the port of Boston 
in 1882, and during the same time about 7,000,000 
pounds of salt and dried ftish,. The direct im- 

rta by rail into this port w about 200 cur- 

undes of salt, dried, and pickled fish, about 
4,800,000 pounds, and about 5,000 barrels of her- 
ring. Of course these figures are not exact, for 
I have no means at hand to get bold ot the ac- 
curate figures. Most of the fish we get here 
comes through Detroit and is eutered at Port 
Huron, which 1s the first port of entry. although 
consigned to this port. The exact figures, there- 
fore, can only be obtained at that point. The 
trade in Canadian ſlsn in Chicago reaches scme- 
where near $250,000 every year, and is gradually 
increasing. The Canadian fish are different 
from any caught off the coast of the United 
States, and their importatiun really doesn't in- 
terfere in any way with the trade in domestic 
fish, In addition to the imports from Canada 
large consignments of pickled sh are received 
from Norway and Holland. and upon these there 
is a duty of $l per barrel on mackerel and her- 
ring and $3 per barrel on salmon.’ The abroga- 
tion of the Washington Treaty would impose this 
same tax upon Canadian fish as I have aiready 
explained, and would be a serious detriment to 
the trade.“ 

* When do you think the matter will come up 
at Washington?”

The Weather in Obicago—Street Travel

Chicago Weather—A Heavy Snowfall 
~—Raltiroad Trains Delayed, 

The winter of 1882-'83 has already become dis- 
tinguished for its quality and quantity of cold 
weather. It scored up pretty well early in De- 
cember, took the pole easily, and on the 7th of 
that month made a record of 10 degrees below 
zero. Considerabie time was then lost in sor- 
ing, but on the Mth of the present month the 
mercury got the word again and was off. The 
official time published did not equal the Decem- 
ber record, and another trial was had on Friday 
of last week. In eight hours the quicksilver 
dropped 31 degrees, but it was not willing to go 
to the stable. Yesterday morni at 8 o'clock 
the blue-white bulb was three above 
zero. Two hours later showed an elevation 
of exactiy 2 degrees. At noon mea 
ciutehed their ears desperately, for the ther- 
mometer said 4 above. At I o'clock yesterday 
afternoon the temperature moderated and at 2 
the mercury attainea the summit, which was 10 
degrees above zero. At o'clock Mr. Manasse’s 
lass suid 8, at 40’clock 6, at 5 o'clock * above, 
and at 6 o'clock even zero. At 8 oOcilock last 
evening the record was 2 degress below zero 
and the quicksiiver was steadily dropping. 

The fluctuation of the mercury yesterday

TWELVE DEGREES IN EIGHT HOURS. 

On Friday, in the same time, the variation was 
I degrees, but it does not foliow that Friday 
wus a colder day than yesterday. When the 
mercur began its downward career 
on Friday it fell from an altitude where 
outdoor exercise was really enjoyable, but 
yesterday the drop was from 10 degrees above 
to 2 degrees below, every degree being empha- 
sized by a wind traveling at the rate of twenty- 
five miles an bour. 

Perbaps the most remarkable feature of the 
weather yesterday was the snowfall. When the 
mercury run from 4 to 8 degrees above Zero it is 
rarely that the snowflakes gather, but yesterday 
was exceptional in this particular. Snow fen 
continuousiy for five hours. About 5 o'clock 
the wind increased, and au hour later the snow- 
drifts prom ised to seriously impede travel. Sub- 
urban trains on the lilfvoisg Central suffered the 
most. Between Twenty-second street and 
Grand Crossing the snpowbanks were piled so

I Heber Newton gave public expression to 
his views on the Bible he openeda discussion 
in Which hundreds of his.fellow-Christians 
want to share. Certainfy the agitation goes 
i» prove that his fellow-ministers have been 
industriously thinking on the same subject, 
end that almost without an exception they 
have something to say either in partial sup- 
port or in direct opposition to his “new 
views’ of the Scriptures. Mr. Newton says 
that he felt impelled to begin the discussion 
by the feeling he found to exist in his own 
congregation. He says that he anticipated 
the strife that his sermons on the Bible would 
siir up, and he believed that the sooner the 
strife began the better for the Church and 
for the Bible: He, however, demands that 
his position shall not be misunderstood, and 
says that it will be necessary to, take hig se- 
ries of sermons on the Bible gs a whole in 
order to know exactly what he means. He 
has been somewhat misrepresented already. 
It was reported that he said the Bible in its 
present form “did not deserve to be read,” 
whereas he advecated a changed edition be- 
cause it does deserve to be read more than 
It . 

The Rev. Robert Collyer, pastor of the

Heber Newton's Sermou Last Sunday— 
From Moses tio Chrisit—The Ethical 
Growth of the Hebrew Weiicien, 
(New, Lork Herald, 15th, |-—The uninviting 

condition of the streets did not prevent the 
members of Anthon Memorial Church from 
going to hear the Kev. R. Heber Newton’s 
fifth sermon of the series on the Lible.alt 
was his second germon on The Right Use 
of the Bible from an inteileetual Stand- 
point, and he announced that he would con- 
clude the sexjes next Sunday with a sermon 
on The Right Use of the Bible” from a de- 
votioual standpoint. The text for yester- 
day’s discourse was Galatians, iv., 4: When 
the fullness of the time was come, God sent 
forth His Son.“ 

St. Paul, said Mr. Newton, condensed the 
philosophy of Jewish history into a meta- 
phor. It was the gestation of Christianity. 
israel travailed in birth with the Christ 
The Old Testament is the record of this real 
evolution. ‘The New Testament records the 
birth of this Holy Thing” and its early 
growth. When we have laid the proper 
foundation in a critical knowledge of the 
literature of Israel and Christianity then we 
are prepared to build upon it in the right use 
of the Bible—a study of the growth of re 
ligion through its various moods and tenses 
as depicted in these writings, Let me give 
you today a bird's-eye view of this tield, 
enough to whet your interest, | trust, and to 
guide your thought in farther exploration. 

Such a critical study of the writings of the 
Bible reconstructs the history of Israel and 
of the Christian Church. The great epochs 
of this history are clear and the writings 
group around them. First stands the era of 
Moses. This is the real beginning of Jewish 
history. Beyond it all is misty in legend and 
myth. The tribes of israel loom up to our 
vision as semi-nomads on the borders of 
Egypt, on the level of such Semitic tribes. 
Oppressed there, they turn their faces back 
eastward in a counter migration. Of this 
movement Moses was the soul. His actual 
work is hart to discover bevond one 
seminal idea. He did not write the 
Pentateuch, nor did he give the legis- 
lation “bearing his name. All this was 
a much later work—ascribed to him as the 
father of the nation, who begat the vation’s 
essential life. Moses led them to accept 
Jehovah as their God. Whatever the origi- 
nal character of the worship of Jehovah, he 
stamped it with a revolutionary idea. Ile 
threw around the Power worshiped under 
the name of Jehovah—whatever it was, some 
form ot. Nature’s forees, probably—the awe 
called forth by the starry heavens, the awe 
called forth by the moral law. He issued a 
— code of morality as the law of Je- 
hova§. Thus he identified morality and 
religion and made the worship of Jehovah 
gonsist essentially in aspirations after good- 
ness. But the realization of this was for 
after ages. It took some centuries to 
unfold this pregnant idea. After Moses fol- 
lows the second period—the wholly legendary 
epoch in which the people were slowly con- 
quering a possession in Canaan. It was a 
process of many generations of a people 
slowly changing from nomads to agricultur- 
ists. ‘Their religion was sion. Fetichism 
abounded among the ut elements and 
various forms of Nature worship among the 
higher elements of the peopie—the latter 
slowly dispossessing the former. Jehovah 
was held as the chief God, around whom the 
gods of adjoining races were adored. Im- 
moralities abounded in worship, and idola- 
try was the usual form. Human sacrifice was 
not inireavent. But of all this period there 
is little known as yet. 

The third period dates from fhe unifica- 
tion of the tribes into a nation. ‘The process 
of integration through which the tribes con- 
solidated into a monarchy was as natural as 
„the making of England.“ Samuel was the 
kingmaker of Israel. It is significant that 
coincident with this political development 
was a. fresh religious development, ‘The 
prophets arose at this time. They were far 
from what we think of by this name in the 
later period, but still they made a real ad- 
yance. The period of the monarchy down 
to the age of the great prophets was the slow 
ripening of the remarkable life which burst 
forth in these noble men. ‘They constitute 
the next great epoch. We feel a 
new religion in them. They set them- 
seives against the popular religions 
of their day, aud we may judee how low, 
how material, how unethical it was by their 
deaunciations. In them the thought of the 
Divine Power has become wholly ethical. 
Isaiah cries, “To what purpose is the multi- 
tude of your sacrifices? Wash you—make 
you clean,“ Micah puts the question of re- 
ligion, ** Wherewithal shall 1 appear before 
God?“ Ile suggests the answers different 
worships made and gives the true answer: 
Ile bath showed thee, O man, what is good ; 
and what doth the Lord require of thee, but 
to do justly, to love merey, and to walk 
humbly with thy God?" The ethical im- 
pulse of the prophets shows itself 
strikingly m their socialistic attitude. 
They were men of the people. They 
voiéed the ery of the poor against 
the encroachments of newand great wealth. 
The vid, simple society of Israel was going 
through the usual process, and individualism 
was taking the place of the communal rights. 
Land was being inclesed,“ monopolies 
were growing up, poverty was deepening. 
The prophets appealed to the corporate con. 
scietice of Israel, and pleaded for social 
justice—brotherhood. The prophets sought 
io embody the new life on iustitutions, and 
heute the remarkable movement which 1 
pictured last Sunday in describing Deuter- 
onomy. It is interesting to trace the deve! 
opment ot the proplietic ideas through the 
successive rophets when arranged chrone- 
logically. Thus Jeremiah indiyidualizes re- 
ligion and spiritualizes it. lis ideal is the 
law written in the heart. 

The next great epoch is the exile—Israel 
transported to the midst of a venerable, a 
highiy-developed civilization. Its mind is 
quickened. New ideas sprout. It begins to 
uestion the beginning of things. It draws 
rom the old Semitic stock the legends and 
myths of creation, and reads them into a the- 
istic and ethical translation. Contact with 
great peoples, especially when of higtt and 
pure religion like the Persians, makes mein 
realize the unity of the human race, Jeho- 
vah becomes God—one living lord of earth. 
Refigion becomes monotheistic. Ethical life 
is deepened, partly by their sufferings and 
partly by the infence ol the Per- 
sian ethical re9hon. in conse- 
quence, while the indfviduality of religion 
is developing the hope of immortality arises. 
The priestly movement crystallizes in the ex- 
ile. Men learned in these lands the power of 
a Highly organized system, and the briest- 
hood of Israel was established into a hier- 
archy. ‘The legisiation of Israel was how 
codified, its history rewritten, and 
Pentateuch took its present shape.

Indeed at this moment 
the sermon he preached last Sunday morn- 
ing is lying on my library table. During all 
these years | have never heard from him an 
utterance which even malice could torture 
into sympathy with Mr. Newton’s recent 
criticisms on the Bible. It was only a few 
Sundays ago he preached a sermon on the 
plenary inspiration of the Scriptures and 
their sufficiency for salvation. He is a pro- 
found, vigorous, and original thinker, and I 
know not the Episcopal pulpit in this city 
that can boast his superior. 

“But to come directly to Mr. Newton,”

Church of the Hemaissance in 
Spain. 

[Written for Tue Tripune.)]—lIn the sev- 
enth century the church of Europe was al- 
most supreme, not only in spiritual, but in 
temporal affairs. In Spain “the ecclesiastic- 
al synods became not only couneils of the 
church, but also parliaments of the realm.” 
In a council held at Toledo in 683 “ the King 
literally prostrated himself on the ground 
before the Bishops.” Civil courts existed 
only in form, since no case could be tried be- 
fore them except by consent of the Dishopss 
It was their especial business to watch 
over the administration of justice, and to 
instruct the magistrates how to perform their

duty.“ In three years, beginning in the year 


7ll, the Moham medans conquered Spain, and 
the holy war thus commenced lasted nearly 
years, for it was not until 

the Christian Empire 
established and the old Span- 
ish monarchy restored, And when 
restored it became the creature of the church. 
Its final triumph over, Grenada was almost 
roi followed by a ruthless persecu- 
tion of the Jews. Ferdinand and Isabella is- 
sued a decree “expelling f the country 
every Jew who refused to — 1 Laith.“ 
The Inquisition had been ished and 
was ready for the work of eonverting here- 
tics or destroying them with fire and sword. 

Ot the three wars prosecuted by Charles V. 
two were purely retigious, and his boast was 
consistent that he had always preferred his 
creed to his country“; for at the instigation 
of the church he put to death during his 
reign, on account of their religious opin- 
ions, from 50,000 to 100,000 @persons. He 
wrought his animosity goward heretics 
into his will in the fo of a codicil 
recommending to his son to show no 
favor to them, but advising that “they 
should all be put to death,” and that care 
should be taken to uphold the Inquisition as 
the best means of accomplishing so desira- 
ble an end.” And yet this bloodthirsty 
King was personally a most estimable man, 
of whom it was said “those who knew him 
best were precisely those who loved him 
best.“ It was the spirit of the age that made 
him a monster of cruelty, and the church 
molded the spirit of the age. His successor, 
Philip LL, was equally brutal as a sovereign. 
His favorit maxim was: It is better not to 
reign at all than to reign over heretics.” 
Hie fought the Dutch thirty years—to the 
day of his death—to crush Protestantism. 
Ile ordered that every heretic who refused 
to recant should be burned. If the unbe- 
liever recanted some indulgence was shown 
—he merely had his head cut off. 

Alva boasted hat in the five years of his 
administration he had ppt to death in cold 
blood more than 18,000 persons, besides a 
still greater number slain in battle. The fa- 
mous armada was fitted out and sent against 
England as part of the church scheme of 
subduing mankind. Nor was Philip more 
cruel or more guilty than the mass of his 
8 Under the lead of the Roman 
Catholic Church they applauded every 
atrocious act of bloody persecution and 
adored the author of it. Contarini says that 
the Spanish not merely love not merely 
reverence, but absolutely adore him, and 
deem his commands so sacred that they could 
not be violated without offense to God.“ 

Buckle, finds that the cause of this union of 
superstition and loyalty in the Spanish peo- 
pie dates back to the time of the Arab inva- 
sion, when they were driven into a corner of 
Spain and “ reduced to such extremities that 
nothing but the strictest discipline’ and the 
most unhesitating obedience to their leaders 
could have enabled them to make head 
agdinst their enemies.” This ascendency of 
the church over the people, attained in a 
time of national distress, remained after the 
occasion of it had been removed~—remained 
as a scourge through which Spain was sub- 
sequently ruined financially, industrially, 
and morally. Under the lead of the 
chureh the theory of the divine right 
of Kings reached its maximum 
ot development. Personal freedom 
lay prone at the feet of the King and the 
King groveled in the dust at the feet of the 
clergy. ** Whatever the King came in con- 
tact with wasinsome degree hallowed by 
his touch. No one might mount a horse 
which he had ridden; no one might marry a 
mistress whom he had deserted. Lorse and 
mistress alike were sacred, and it would 
have been impious for any subject to meddle 
with wirat had been honored by the Lord’s 
anointed.” 
Under this coalition between chureh and 
State Spain became the terror of Europe. 
She annexed territories until her Empire 
girdled the world. Her ecclesiastics lit- 
terateurs became soldiers scarcely less dis- 
tinguished than those of Greece, There 
was a mingling of military pride, ypatri- 
otic ardor, and religious enthusiasm, under 
the absolute control of great Kimgs, which 
bore down everything before its impetuous 
march. This advance lasted 100 years, ana 
then there came a sudden reaction. Under 
Philip III. and Philip IV. Spain declined 
with fearful rapidity. Buckle, whose mas- 
terly analysis of Spanish history will live 
forever in literature, 12 Nearly every- 
thing that had been done by the great 
Princes of the sixteenth century was undone 
by the little Princes of the seventeenth. So 
rapid was the fall of Spain that in only three 
reigns after the death of Philip LI. the most

It was this same perui- 
cious church influence which as late as 1771 
revented the discoveries of Newton from 
ing tauglit in Spain, assiguing as a reason 
that the system was not so consonant with 
revealed religion as the system of Aristotle.“ 
It goes without saying that the rule of the 
church reduced Spain to the condition of a 
auper. lier cities were depopulated und 
er industries destroyed. In the last halt 
of the seventeenth century the people of 
Madrid, the Capital, were threateted with 
starvation. To avert this ealamity the adja- 
cent country wus scoured with an armed 
force and the inhabitants compelled to yield 
supplies. * except the priests had 
enough to eat. There was actual danger 
that the royal family would go. hungry to 
bed. Accordingly the tax-ratherers seized 
beds and furniture, unroofed houses, selling 
the materials for whatever they would fetch.

The Memphis & Charleston stockhoiders have 
been guaranteed what is equivalent tos per 
cent ou their stock for thirtv years by a condi- 
tional lease to responsible parties. It is sup- 
posed the East Tennessee peopie, knowing this, 
wish to keep the road tli they can secure enough 
of the stock. 

Ten trust companies in New York and Brook- 
Iyn have deposits of $100,011,476, and have loaned 
on collaterais $82,517,772. Their investments in 
stocks and bonds aggregate $20,499,531: in real 
estate, $5,487,755; and loans and mortgages, 
$5,861,081. Eight of these companies, according 
to the last annual report. have loaned on col- 
lateralis $79,700,000, against only $17,765,845 five 
years ago, and their total resources are 
now $120,060.46, while in I877 they were 
$59,557,176. The New York Pulte says 
the figrures showing the aggrerate 
“resources of the same trust companies make 
it manifest that, although they have doubled 
their resources in five years, the increase in 
loans on collateral has been more than three- 
foid. In tact, the companies had two-thirds, or 
66 per cent of their entire resources invested in 
loans On collateral last year, and only 0 per 
cent five years ago. These facts are noticed not 
as evidence in themselves of unsdunduess in the 
trust companies; un the contrary, they could 
bardiy make safer loans than some that are 
made on collaterals. But the fact that 662,000. 
000 more is thus loaned than was placed on col- 
laterais five years ago must go far to explain 
operations in the stock market. The money is 
aeposited in part by operators, it is true, but 
the fact stands that this large sum has been 
brought from some quarter to aid in stock 
apeculation. The Public notes asa significant 
fact that the associated banks have not made a 
similiar increase. In 1877 the banks’ loaus were 
from $235,000,000 to $260,000,000, and now they 
range from 801.000. 000 to $318,000,000—an in- 
crease of 222230 per ceat—while the resources of 
the trust companies have increased 100 per cent 
and their ‘oaus on collateral 25 percent. It 
shows that speculative operations in New York 
have increased vastly more than legitimate 
business. The holding of deposits on account 
of contracts to delwer stocks or products has 
become an important portion of the trust com- 
panies’ business, and the increase in their de- 
posits furnishes an idea of the magnitude of 
their speculative operations. 

The Stockholder publishes the following, which 
may well be read as a warning: 

He was worth a quarter of a million, stood 
high socially, called every man bis friend, a 
splendid future invited nis ambition, yet he 
couldn't resist the temptation to make a couple 
of hundred dollars irregularly: was discovered, 
given twenty- tour hours to dispose of dis seat 
in the board—by the party whom he had 
wronged —and now he goes out of the Stock Kx- 
change, and into the world, with an indelible 
stain upon his name and character which years 
of financial rectitude and moral purity will not 
entirely remove. His name we leave for others 
to publish—his fate we commend to those who 
need a warning!

Prices Firmer, but Not Higher, 
and an Upward Tendency 
Noted. 


While There Is Much Figuring but 
Three Sules of Importance Are 
Reported. 


Progress of the New Board of Trade

Week. 


The Market. 

Figuring by buyers and sellers of real 
estate was actively continued during the 
week, and, with the exception of one or two 
good-sized transactions, that was about the 
only feature of the market. A few years ago 
owners of property of all sorts in the city 
and suburbs were the people on the anxious 
seat. Now the situation is changed entirely 


calm aud imperturbed, while capitalists are 
the nervous ones. And the situation is grow- 
ing quite rapidly in that direction. Those 
who a few years ago were more than willing 
to get rid of their property and at the 
same time the taxes that seemed 80 
heavy upon them, and could tind none to re- 
lieve them, now have a tightened grasp upon 
their realty that would-be purchasers find 
very difficult to loosen. In nearly every in-

about, while owners remain shy and fre- 
quently unapproachable. There is scarcely a 
dealer on the street who has not reports to 
make of offers unaceepted and of u general 
unwillingness on the part of holders to dis- 

yse of their property. One d@ler whom a 
TRIBUNE reporter saw yesterday afternoon 
had had several unfortunate instances of 
this sort during the week. Early in the 
week he had been directed by a 
prominent State street merchant to purchase 
the Walier property on the. west side of 
State street, te Van Buren and IIarri- 
son, the same being a stone building on a iot 
75 by 180. The gentleman was wiliing to pay 
$85,000 for the property, but the owner held 
tor $90,000, ‘The result was the deal was not 
closed, and it was a question ip his mind if it 
would be, as both were firm in their ideas, 
He thought from all the circumstances that 
the owner was not very desirous of parting 
with the property. He also offered the same 
gentieman $1,000 per front foot for the va- 
cant lot on the north side of Randolph street, 
between State street and Wabash ave 
nue, but again was unable to 
purchase, as the owner placed a price 
of $1,100 per foot upon it. An elfort to pur- 
chase a lot on Michigan avenue tor 535,000 
also proved abortive, and thus the week had 
witnessed a rouod of unsuccessful dickers. 
Notwithstanding the difference in views of 
sellers and buyers there is very little alter- 
ation in_prices. They are firmer, of course, 
but it cannot be said that they are higher, al- 
though there seems little doubt that the tend- 
ency is upward, aud that the opening of act- 
ive spring operations will bring about a mod- 
erate geueral advance. A Dearborn street 
dealer said yesterday that he had sold a lot 
on Twenty-ninth street for $200 less than he 
bad been offered for it a year previous. At 
that time the holder of it thought he had 
somewhat of a bonanza in the property, and 
that he would hold it tor a better price. But 
when at leugth he was obliged to sell he 
found the error of his judgment. An in- 
stance of a different character was also cited 
by the dealer to show that there was no 
exact scale of prices for the property any- 
where, but that the value was ip a very great 
measure governed by the desirability of the 
site and the anxiety of the purchaser to pos- 
sess it. Ile said that only a few days pre- 
vious he had sold a lot. not far from the 
Twenty-ninth street pieee for a sum over 10 
per cent in advance of the price at 
which it was held in WSL. In the face of 
these instances, however, the gentieman 
wished to say that he believed all the indica- 
tions were favorable to higher prices in and 
out of the city during the coming year. Own-

How Female Speculators in Wall. 
Street Come to Grief, — 


Social Events, and Some Changes 
Their Prominent Features. 


New Tonk. ‘Jan: 18&—(Special.)|—New 
York ladies have a new ſustitution known 
as the writing-room. Not one but many. 
Most of the largest dry-goods stores 
have equipped these writing-rooms on some 
of the upper floors, isolated from the 
rooms visited by the throng of shoppers, 
where ladies whe are away from home can 
siip in and write a letter or two, There was 
one at the late lamented Codperative Dress 
Association. There is one at Maecy’s. There 
is ove at Altmann’s. There is one, I think, 
at Stern’s. They are about to put them in at 
O’Neil’s and at Lord & Taylor’s. 

Now what on earth do ladies want to write 
letters away from homefor? This problem 
is made still more difficult. and complicated 
by another kindred fact; near to the writing- 
room—in the same buildigg or the one ad- 
joining—is always a sub-pest-office : a nest of 
boxes (50 to 100) kept by the proprietor of 
the premises, where ladies can have their 
personal letters come instead of going to 
their houses. Each pays Ia month for this 
clandestine privilege, and she merely 
skips in and turns Me dainty key 
in the snug box. It ts handy; it 
seems business-like to do one’s correspond- 
ence away from home like the men; it saves 
the bother of having the ink around the car- 
pet at home and it rélives the postman of 
trouble.

Almost imme 
diately after she gives birth to a male child, 
which she names Tehegauko, after its 
father, and with her infant goes back 
in search of her parents, of whose butch- 
ery she has heard nothing. Ou discoveri 
the truth, and that Frederic has disappeared, 
no one knows where, the poor woman is 
driven distracted, but, though in delicate 
health and exposed to constant and severe 
exposures, she contrives to drag out an ex- 
istence for nine years. at the end of which 
period she finds herself, in a dying state, at 
the house of the Count Browinsky, whose 
life she had once saved.

PETIT JURORS. 


Impossibility of Sclecting Them Ac- 
cording to the Statutes—The Commis- 
sioners Explain Their Methode. 
Complaint is made—and the parties mak- 

ing it have abundant occasion to grumble— 
that the petitjurors selected to administer 
justice in Cook County are too often men at- 
terly unfitted for the proper discharge of 
jury duty. These complaints come from all 
persons interested in litigation. Lawyers are 
dissatisfied, and their clients are frequently 
disgusted. by the obviously stupid findings of 
petit jurors. There is occasion for criticism 
and complaint. ‘The plainest teachings of the 
law and the clearest proinptings of common 
sense are defied again and again by the ver- 
dicts of petit juries. 

The abuse being admitted on all hands, the 
query naturally arises: Who is responsible ? 
The law governing | the selection and qualifi- 
cation of petit jurors is plain in its pro- 
visions. It provides that in September of 
each year'the County Commissioners shall 
select 200 men for each term of the Circuit 
and Superior Courts of Cook County, and 
100 for the Criminal Court of Cook County 
for each trial term, to serve as petit jurors.” 

THE STATUTE DECLARES 

that the Commissioners shal) choose for such 

jury duty the following: 

First—Inhabitants not exempt from serving 


on juries. 
—Twenty-one years old and under 60.

The Postmaster-General Thereupon Outs Off 
the Association's Harvest of Money~- 
Orders.

Wasnrnroton, D. C., Jah. 20.~[Special.]— The 
following is the opinion of Judge Freeman, the 
Assistant Attorney-General of the Post-Office 
Department,upon which the Postmaster-General 
today ordered the American News Exchange 
and Mutual Press Association, of Cincinaatl, 
entered on the nrand list of the department: 

Wasutnoror,. D. C., Jan. 16, 1883,—The Hon. T. 
O. Howe, Postmaster — rey The dedlared 
purpose of the concern is to gather news from 
all portions ot tne Country and to sell the same 
to such journais as may see pro 1 
to themselves of its facilitie 
“ The exchanwe — 
templates uuwatcbed uo 
nook or corner from Maine to California, from 
the wuif to Manitoba. In each anc every neigh- 
borhood will our correspondents be on the wat 
alert and Vigilant, and with the tacentive which 
good pay tor good work will furnish.” [See ory 
cular entitied “American News ere 
It declares that the farmer, merchant, or school 
teacher may protitabiy enter the fleid of news- 
guthering, etc. The 1 by which it proposes 
to utilize che iabors of its correspondents, con- 
sists in a process of electrotyping nes, 
and distributing the same by. express. 
It proposes to charge agents 
or Horres dents a memberspip fee of 
$10, $5 to be paid on becoming an agent and $5 
to be retained out of the proceeds of the Urst 
amount to become due the agent for work done. 
A letter of appointment is to be furnished, to- 
gether with an amusement and traveling card 
entitling the holder to travel and go to theatres, 
etc., free. Rates of pay are then stated for mat- 
ter to be furnished and published. 

The neern claims to have perfected ar- 
rangements with a number of newspapers for 
the use of its facilities, and ciaims to have in its 
employ about 1. O or 1,100 correspondents, The 
scheme has been cxtensively advertised. As a 
result, numerous letters of — — huve been 
coming to the Postmaster and police authorities 
of Cincinnati, seeking information as to its re- 
liability. The attention of the Poust-Office De- 
partment buving been called to the matter, an 

inspector was detailed, who made a report, un- 
der date of the 18th of December, which was full 
and explicit. A preliminary notice was then 
sent to the concern upon what seemed very 
atrong evidence of fraud, but, on request, the 
final order was ithheld. On the Ist of 
December, 188, S. Capellar, President 
of the concern, filed a sworn statement denying 
the accusation of fraud, and setting out in de- 
tail the operations of the concern. The case 
made out is substantially this: The News Ex- 
change sends out its circulars to the pubiie. it 
also advertises for correspondents every where. 
The circular makes a most plausible and entic- 
ing proposition. It offers employment that is 
uot to interfere with other employment, travel- 
ing expenses, admission to theatres, $5.50 per 
day, besides a liberal compensation for news 
furnished. True, there is do £positive 
understanding that the correspondent 
will be eallea upon to travel, nor 
is be assured that the matter he sends for pub- 
lication will be used; but every possibie induce- 
ment is beld out to make dim believe that such 
will be the case. Provably a more enticing 
proposition could not be devised, for, aside from 
the consideration of profit, bow many are there 
who would hesitate to pay $3.50 or $5 for a free 
ticket to all the shows and theatres and over ail 
the railroads of the country, to say nothing of 
having their communications printed in from
